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Haiti : Rumors that Duvaiier is planning another 
purge of the Haitian armed forces are once again cir- 
culating in Port-au-Prince. 

According to these rumors, the army chief of 
staff, his assistant and 11 of his most competent of- 
ficers, and the pro- US chief of immigration are about 
to be fired. Such a purge would be the second since 
April when Duvaiier dismissed 63 of his best trained 
officers. 


The US army attach^ does not believe that a 
coup is as imminent as recent rumors indicate. He 
feels that they are inspired by Duvaiier to keep what-
